Battle-Scarred French Baron 
Relates His Experlence 
At the Front 


On a visit to the United States to 
recuperate from wounds received in 
some of the bloodiest battles of the 
European war, Baron H. S.de Ma- 
laussene, up toa few weeks ago an 
adjutant in the French army, is mak- 
iug afew days sojourn iu Omaha 
while en route to} Denver, where he 
will stay until he has regained fully 
his strength. 

He is accompanied by his wife, a 
former Des Moines, Ja., girl-~Miss 
Maud Bertch—-who met the baron 
while she was visiting in Paris. They 
were married in the French capital 
September 23, 1911, and were living 
on their estate— Rockfleurie—near Aix 
in-Province, at the outbreak of the 
war. ‘ 

Following the example of every 
patriotic Frenchman, Baron de Ma- 
laussene responded to his couotry’s 
call and joined the colors. As an 
he par- 
ticipated in some of the titanic steug 
gies that are familiar to readers of 
European war news. 

The baroa fought in the battle of 
the Marne, the battle of the Frise and 
took an active part in the gigantic 
struggle at La Boisselle. He also 
fougnt in both battles at Arras, 
France, one on May 9 and the other 
on June 16. He wasseverly wounded 
in the mouth in the latter battle and 
in the foot at Frise. 

Baron de Malaussene won the Dec- 
oration for Conspicuous Bravery on 
the Field of Battle and the Citation 
to the Order of the Brigade No. 33, 
the latter honor being conferred for 
going intoa Germam trench under 
heavy machine gun fire and bringing 
prisoners back to the French liues. 

The baron has two brothers at the 
front at the present time, one of them 
being Celestin de Malaussgne a com- 
manding officer in the First regiment 
of artillery and in charge of seventy- 
five field pieces. 

Two of bis cousins were killed in 
France on the field of battle and an 
other lost both legs. 

“Ah, my friend, a person who 
hasn’t been in that terrible war canvot 
conceive of its horribleness,’ the 
baron remarked as a faraway look 
came into his eyes. 

Wheu asked if he was goiug to take 
his place in the trenches again when 
he returned to France, the battle- 
searred veteran gazed wonderingly 
at his interviewer for a moment and 
replied. “Certainment, m’sieu. As 
if a Frenchman would thiok of doing 
anything eler.’’ 

The baron speaks English fluently, 
as does hia wife he husband's native 


tongue.
